THE RIOT ACT. 


It W« Pitted by the British Parlii- 


ment In 1714. 


What Is commonly meant by "read- 


Ing tbe riot act" Is better known than 
the origin of the phrase. The historic- 
al riot act was passed by the British 
parliament In the relgu of George I. 
lu 1714. 
It enacts that felony Is com- 


mitted when twelve or more persons 
unlawfully, riotously and tumultuous- 
ly assemble together to the disturbance 
of the public peace, so to continue to- 
gether for an hour after being com- 
manded to disperse by tlie sheriff or 
uudersherlff or a Justice or the mayor 
of the borough. 


In tho. "reading" of tbe British riot 


act, which is a necessary preliminary 
to Us being put Into operation, It Is not 
customary to recite tbe whole of the 
statute, which Is rather a long one, 


. but only the following proclamation, 
which It contains: "Our sovereign lord 
the king chargeth and commandetb all 
persons being assembled Immediately 
to disperse themselves' and peaceably 
to depart to their habitations- or to 
their lawful business .upon1 the piilus 
contained lu the act made In the first 
year of King George for preventing 
tumults ami riotous assemblies. God 
save the king:"—Chicago News.

It May Be Observed—Oddly Enough 
the Shortest Day In the Year li 
Really the Longest Day In Time. 


How long, after anr |S a ,|.,y? T|1C 


Ki-ngttiphlcs say (hat It Is the time re- 
quired for the earth to turn once on 
its axis; that It measures twouty-four 
hours by the clock and Hint a fraction 
more than SIM of them are to bt> fouud 
in a year. 


It Is a good plan when one reads 


anything in a book to test It wlien he 
can for himself. We want to see just 
how long it takes the earth to turn- 
over once. 
Let us take any one of 


the flxed stars that chances to be in 
line with some convenient point and, 
watch Iu Jinud, notice the precise mo- 
ment at which the star touches, let us 
sny, a particular tree, brjuch or stee- 
ple on the horizon line. If on the next 
evening we stand at precisely tho same 
sjiot and sight tlie same star again lu 
Hue with llie same iwlnt ns before, 
then we shall know that the earth has 
turned on Its axis Just once. 


Curiously enough, however, we shall 


discover, If this Is done carefully, that, 
lu spite of what the books say, it does 
not require twenty-four hours, for the 
earth to turn over once. 
About four 


minutes before the day is up, by the 
clock, the earth has revolved once and 
brought the star back to Its old posi- 
tion lu the sky. Really, then, the earth 
turns on Its axis once in twenty-three 
hours, fifty-six minutes aud four sec- 
onds anil, as one can easily reckon, 
mnkes something more than SCO revo- 
lutions In a year. 


lint human beings are not so much 


Interested Jn the stars as in the sun. 
AVe really don't care much how long it 
takes the earth to turn over aud bring 
a star back again to the same poiut lu 
the sky or how many times in a year 
a star seems to go by. We set our 
clocks anil reckon our year by the 
turning of the earth under the" sun, 
and because tlie earth not only turns 
under the sun. but also goes round It, 
it lakes about four uilnules longer to 
bring the sun up to Its old place in 
the sky ihaii to bring back a star. This 
conies about simply enough. Suppose 
one Is lu a room looking out tlie win- 
dow at a tree. If he, turns round once 
exucily he win nnd himself looking 
straight at the tree again, but If he 
(rled (he same thing when he was on 
a moving train he -would And that 
while he was making the turn the tree 
had fallen behind. He would theu, ac- 
cording to the way he twirled, have to . 
turn a little more or a little less to 
bring Ihe Iree straight before his nose. 


Therefore it is not rjutle true that, a 


day fs (lie time required for the earth 
to turn once on Its axis. It really Is 
this time plus the four minutes or so 
required for it to turn and look hack 
at the sun. The time required for this 
extra turn Is not the same al all limes 
Iu the year. One can easily see In the 
case of the moving train that the fast- 
er tlie cars were moving or the nearer

latter would seem to shift Its position. 
Since tbe earth is some 3,000.000.miles 
nearer the sun In winter than in sum- 
mer, and since also the nearer the sun 
It fs the faster it travels, the difference 
between star day and suu day Is 
greatest In wluler. 


Oddly enough; it happens that Dec. 


22, which has the least daylight of 
any day In the year aud Is therefore 
commonly said to be tbe shortest of 
all days, is really the longest. It iloes, 
as n matter of fact, run almost half a 
minute over twenty-four hours, while 
tbe true shortest day, which comes on 
Sept. 17. falls short by about tbe same 
time. 


So we really have three different 


"days." There Is tbe star day, which 
Is the time during which the earth 
turns over once. 
This, because the 


earth spins .steadily, is always the 
same length, twenty-three hours, flfty- 
six nilnuti'g, four and nlne-humlredths 
seconds, and there are 30(3 of them In 
a year. Then there Is the ordinary le- 
gal day, which Is the time required for 
a proper clock to get round twice. 
This Is Just twenty-four hours. 
Be- 


Bides these, there Is the sun clay, its 
time told by the sundial, which, tak- 
ing short with long, averages twenty- 
four hours, but Is never found to be 
exactly tbe same length for two days 
In succession. 


There Is n string of long days In tha 


.winter, followed by a series of short 
ones lu tbe spring. In the summer tlie 
sun days get long again, though not 
quite so long as In the winter. In the 
• utumii come the shortest days of all. 
Only occasionally are clock clay and 
sun day of the same length. 
Only 


four times a year do clock noon by 
the clock hards and sun noon by the 
tumllal occur at the same moment, 
while, because the long and short sun 
days are found In sets, they oftentimes 
may -be more than fifteen minutes 
apart. 


The vast majority of tbe people 


reckon their time by the SUB. But 
time for civilized men Is time by the 
flock. 
The days are all twenty-four 


hours lony. ami no matter where the 
sun Is it [5 noon for us when the clock 
strikes 12. Nevertheless, astronomers 
often go by star time, get In an extra 
day In each year ami have their noon 
fall at all times of the day or night.— 
E. T. Drowsier In Chleago'jteconl-Her- 
aid.
